Bpgahto of Arts 7S were doclar'J the 
wihncts of last night's debate of vie 
Cercle Français: lY-o'vcd that .irf 
vato ownership of railways is j-. cti- 
ficd. The negative vas sustained by 
S. AÙrovItch of Arts '26 and G. î,-.- 
fleur. B. A. of Law '27. 

II . Burton Bydwell of Arts 'if, op- 
ened the debate by presenting finan- 
cial statistics relating to the govern- 
ment- operation of railwoys, particu- 
larly in Canada and the United States 
He ba.«rd his fnrtJier ren-rsrks on the 
danger? of public owner-snip of rail- 
roads, as well as the damage already 
dene by tie partial government own- 
erships and operation in Canada. He 
stressed the fact of the ever recur- 
ring- -budget wiïh i:s immense bill 
for the operation °f the Canadian Xa. 
Uonal Ilailway System. The fa lu i 
of the public manipulation of railroid 
sj-Kfmf in foreigr. countries was 
touched upon— and particularly the 
amazing failure o' the short cxpsn 
meats of j.ub'ic operation of -ail- 
ways on the part of the Amer'can 
government during the Wtirld War. 
Bytfwell's greiatesi point T»? 'he 
inefficiency of the public railway 
systems, irpan which he spoke foi 
several minutes in a mosi interesting 
manner. 

Altrovitch of Arts '15 opened U»€ 
debate on tihe part of the negative 
He attempted to refute Bydwell's 
arguments, and introduced several 
convincing joints- against private 
ownership of railroads. 
He quoted Sir Henry Thornton on -be 
nçœssky of a large population -r. 
Canada.: he also quoted the following 
from William Jc-r.nings Bryan: Rail- 
ways are a monopoly which, by its 
very - nature, is destined to fall fin- 
nally into the hands of Govcmmom 
and come under the operation of em- 
ployees appointed fry the government 
••Jacfc" Bogante. of Ans 20, whe 
has previous spoken before the Cercle 
Fra.nca.is. was the second to speak 
for tin.- affirmative. He refuted se- 
era* statements ol S. Alu-ovitch. and 
proceeding to supplement BydweH't 
remarks- he advanced to the stage 
of consideration of government own- 
ship in genera'- One of his aphor- 
isms was this: J prefer to allow 
capitalists to have profits than tc 
\jr- obliged to pay exhoritant taxes. 
He mentioned the notorious lack cf 
-vital force in government enter- 
prise, as well as the poor state of 
most government servants. Anothei 
indictment against Government own- 
erships the obivious opportunity 
favoritism . 

G, Lafleur, Si. A--, said that pro- 
fit bed been made by the govern- 
ment in railways in Switzerland 
and Germany. He attempted to <•>:- 
•plain the lack of competing power of 
the C. N. R-. l>y demonsta-ting that 
tihe C. P. H. is so firmly iaggraliic-0 
in Canada, owning So many subsi- 
diary utilities . 

H . B. Bydwell of Arts "M closed 
the debate by speaking for five min- 
utes in opposition to wliat boMi Al- 
troyitcl) and Laflour had brought 
out. He said that the d-iroctorfi cf 
most gwernrnun 1 . railways are chos- 
en by politicians who arc not busi- 



"lt has boon the student mind that 
has played the great part in the 
national rebirth of peoples," declar- 
ed Maurice Samuel in a forceful ad- 
dress at a meeting of the Macenbae- 
an Circle In Strathoona Hall, yostor- 
day afternoon. Mr. s.imtwl charact- 
erized tlie call of business men to a 
public career as a vicious one. "Gov- 
ernment," be said, "is not a science 
that can be managed by efficiency — 
it is something above that. The 
business man. imbued with a sense 
of gain and acquisition is not the 
sort of man. to have at the head of 
a state, it is l>etter to have the 
dreamer, the artist, for what is 
wanted is an intuition of vanes, 
rather than a calculation of values 1 '. 
"No national resurrection," stated 
Mr. Samuel, "has ever been carried 
out by the business mind. His is too 
narrow n world. Always the student 
mind it to the fole." For examples 
n the leadership ef the pew national 
conriousnesses. the speaker cited the 
names of Griffiths and DeValera, 
Masaryh and Benes in fzecho-S'.a- 
vakia and Piluski and Paderewski in 
Poland, all students or artists. 

"in Zlolsm. too." Mr. .Samuel de- 
clared, "the preponderance of stu- 
dents has been evident. Jews, are 
in danger not of assimilating the 
bad qualities of the Gentiles, which 
they can easily pitch out and discard, 
but of assimilating their good qual- 
ities which may prove to be a mis- 
fit. The actual maintenance of Jud- 
aism to-day is unatural. but there 
is the faith in the background that 
someday the artificial may be once 
again changed into the natural. It 
is the student* "the speaker con- 
tinued in backing up his thesis, "who 
cultivates this faith and changes It 
into a reality." 

Preudism and the wish-fulfllmcn'. 
factor were then brought in to show 
that, alter all, religion may be the 
expression of the unconscious desire 
in the heart of a person. Thus, he 
went on to show how Palestine had 
developed from, perhaps, a mere 
symbol, to a grim reality. "And real- 
ity," said Mr. Samuels, "cannot bo 
treated sentimentally. One feels It, 
one knows it Is there, but one can- 
not cieatc it a-B such. He who does 
so. falls into the same error as the 
man who determines to be boliemlnn, 
when such a thing is beyond a per- 
son's control.

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THE VALUE OF SOLITUDE 



. It is easy in the world to live after the world's opinion; it is easy 
in solitude to live after one's own. — but the errent man is he who 
in the midst of ihc crowd keeps with perfect sweetness the inde- 
pendence of solitude." 

It is curious in glancing over past history to note how many 
of ths world's truly great people have been born and bred in the 
seclusion of country communities, or even in a great many cases 
5n what arc commonly known as the wilds. Biographies of men 
like Shakespeare, Burns, Carlylc, Lincoln and a host of others 
show u.s the invaluable contributions to literature of men whose 
early years have been spent for the most part in comparative se- 
clusion. Fiction writers too delight in telling us stories of youthful 
rusticity when placed in the midst of the pitfalls of city life, al- 
ways with the inevitable triumph of simple honesty leading to irtr 
I variable success. Evidently there must be some peculiar value in 
the rustic life which tends to build up stable characters and keen 
minds. 

Speculations as to the reason fo r this have been many and 
£ varied. Some have laid stress upon the physical structure develop- 
ed by years of strenuous work; others have emphasized the lack 
of excitement and consequent steady development; and these con- 
tain a great deal of truth. But the most probable reason is the in- 
fluence, of solitude upon character. A ploughman once accidentally 
destroyed the nest of a field mouse, and we have as a result one 
of the best poems in literature. But Robert Burns would never have 
been inspired to write that poem had he not seen in the mouse 
a part of that nature with which he had long held silent communi- 
cation. Out of a log cabin there-came a political leader whose hon- 
esty and high moral standards have won respect and reverence 
the world over. But a character like that of Abraham Lincoln 
would probably never have developed* without the broadening, 

I 

I stabilizing influence of long hours of solitude. In the midst of a 
.'crowd a man is swayed by the feelings and emotions of the crowd. 
Alone he views life in proper perspective, and is forced to think 
I for himself. 

To-day we live in the midst of unrest, of haste, of noise. 
We must always be busy at something. Our work is feverish. 
! ^Our recreation exists in a mad whirl of social life that leaves us 
exhausted. Reflection means boredom because our minds are in- 
| sufficient in themselves and we have never learned the art of ab- 
stract thought. We lose touch with nature in our hopeless utilita- 
rianism, and consequently w.e fail to appreciate beauty and truth in 
I art, literature and philosophy.

The average intel- 
ligent person cannot name ten great 
living aeiors — unless these aot 
ltavc appeared in she movies. The 
number of modern playwrights at his 
disposal is about negligible. A class- 
mate of -mine attributed "Liliom'' to 
the pen of Kugenc O'Neill, and he 
may 1>c pardoned tor this offence he- 
cans he knew, at least, these nvo 
mantes— something whleli o&nrKVt be 
said of the others. 

Proof of this indictment is at hand. 
Though "The Swan" had its pre- 
■Jnierc here, surely the names of Pcr- 
'enez Mohmr as author, and Eva le 
Gtellicnne as loading lady, should 
have assured even the most cautious 
Tlr^y-.coer of a pleasant levcaliuj. 
When "The Emperor .Tones" played 
here it had behind it the record of a 
long Xew York run, tlie awarding to 
its author. Eugejnc O'Neill, of '-he 
Pulitzer prize for the best play of The 
year, and the recognition of Ch.Hes 
Gilpin's porform.ir.ee by the '-Drama 
Tjeaguo as om- of the finest seen in 
years. Bosh of these 'plays were de- 
cided failures here. The James Bar- 
rie (always a guarantee for an enjoy" 
tiible sittln?) — Ruth Chatterton (a 
star of many years' standing) com- 
bination in "Mary Hose" proved an- 
other flunk out. The John Prink 
"watter-Franl; McGlyji partnership il 
"Abraham Liirrciln" — after it had 
been hailed in London and Xew York 
— 'bowed its head in our city. The V. 
Somerset (Maugham —John Drear — 
Mrs. Leslie- Carter amalgamation in 
"The Circle" — three figures to move 
the most skeptical even If it had not 
its brlll'iani success behind it — was 
frozen badly here. It Is not neces- 
sary for me, 1 hope, to catalogue any 
more such examples . 

The second plea is a far more seri- 
ous one. After all, if a public is ig- 
norant of what is best in the theatre 
it should not shock anyone. It is 
also'- ignorant of rt.-.ny things of 
greater importance. **ut wbere tfce 
fault can be laid to two or three per- 
sons who are expressly hired on ac- 
count t-f their knowledge in this field 
the affair assum?'. a different aspect. 
My fight with the critics of the city 
press is not that they do not puaise 
the pood plays — they certainly do 
this in an able manner — but that 
do not Iran the rotten ones. 
With but one exception. 1 cannot re- 
call a single instance within the 'net 
three years when, a play was defin- 
itely disqualified (and many came be- 
low the belt) — and In this case She 
critic adopted .-. puerile point of view 
towards what war. really a remarkable 
play. The attitude of the eriUcs is 
one of non-committal, surely not an 
attitude for a trusting public to rely 
upon. The critic is the traffic cop 
of the theatre. His duty is to direct 
his readers to what he honestly 
thinks is a worth-while production 
and signal thein away from the poor 
ones. Hp should have no regard for 
the box-office- — the house doos not 
Reserve to moke any money on a 
poor show. As is- it does not ;-v,>n 
make any on a pood one. The pub- 
lic cannot discriminate between the 
pood and the bad. and consequently 
leave both out.
